And why should they not hiu-e it' I* 
it not justified by analogic* found in *J1 cotutitutionbl EOT- 
ernnicntH i In * eiirtple government the powen* nro divi- 
ded Mniung various departments upon n system of check* 
und baliiuceD, so that each departtneut umy protect itself 
frum invn-ion, and nniy tipei~ate to re^trHin Ihe otliere.— 
The legisliiture niak. P the Inwe, the judici«ry keeps them 
in ilieif proper limits by construction, the executive exe- 
cutes them, but it clothed with the veto power by which 
he mi.y protect Ins prerogative* from encrouchment. 
These nnalogic* justify the position that under a svatent 


ot compound goveinnicnt like ours, the £tate* sho'j have 
the right to judiie in the tnst report when their bovereign- 
ticB are encroached upon, and to take mensures Jar their 
protection. It is further justified by tuoiwht ol revolu- 
tion which i* admitted to esirt in tlie people. This right 
i* nuserted in the 3>eflarntion of Inuependenee -t it is ex- 
pi-easlv adnntteil hy Mi. Webster in Ida tirirumcnt npiim-t 
S*tnte ki^ntj1, and it is probably not denied by unylioily in 
thw country. The poojile, although they have esta'ifUli- 
oil a government, with appropriate tribunn]^ tojn.lgeuf 
tiiu extent of it* powers, yet refnin the right to defend 
themselves ngainat H perversion of those powers by the 
violence of n revolution.

Keporta HIM, It ngi)>ear* that the Court of Appeal* ol tlio 
ftHte of Virginia refused to obey the mandate uf the Su- 
pruma Court ot the Utiitod State*, and that, because it 
placed a different cunstmctiun upon tin; Cunutitutiou.— 
The rourio of that court seem* to l«! also an authority in 
m.v favor. 
But even if we have no Judicml precedent* In 


favor ot the right of tbe States to protect their people 
agaiint tyrmny and usurpation, it is time *uch u precedent 
should bo ruadu.

the blood of slave-hunters. 


Mr. Oiddings counselled the Free Democracy 


to stand to tho position, that every man has a 
right to himself, and is the property of no one 
—and to unite with no party who do no* sup- 
port tnat doctrine. The speaker next alluded 
to the proceeding* in Congress on the last darn 
of the debate on the Nebraska bill, and paid a 
high compliment to tho principles and aotron 
of the Massachusetts delegation, and particu- 
larly complimented Mr. Banks for hte stand, in 
opposition to that measor*.
